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4. (original) The method of claim 1 wherein said transport network is a mesh 
network.

revisiting said plurality of nodes with one or more set-up messages, wherein said 
one or more set-up messages provision said reserved network resources for said plurality 
of different traffic paths through said at least one transport network as said one or more

24. (currently amended) A method comprising: 

checking the nodes of a plurality of proposed different traffic paths tfarou^ at 
least one transport network to ensure (hat each node can provide die resources needed to 
establish the proposed different traffic paths through said at least one transport network, 
wherein the nodes are checked by sending a set-up message to the nodes; 

reserving^ at each node, the resources needed to establish the proposed different 
traffic paths through said at least one transport netwi^ if the resources are available; and 

provisioning, at each node, the resources needed to establish each one of the 
proposed different traffic paths through said at least one transport network only if all of 
the resources needed to establish each one oflt he proposed different traffic paths through 
said at least one transport network have been successfully reserved. 
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25. (previously presented) The method of claim 24 wherein the nodes are 
checked one node after another. 

5 26. (previously presented) The method of claim 24 wherein the set-up message 

includes an indication of the order in which to check the nodes. 

27. (previously presented) The method of claim 26 wherein provisioning the 
resources comprises routing the set-up message to the nodes in the reverse order in which 
10 the nodes were checked. 
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
